NEW YORK—-fAP)—Swarthy, croaky-voiced Frank Costello, who 


twice stalked out of a senate crime committee hearing rather than 
answer questions, was convicted last night of contempt of the United 
States senate. 


The 61-year-old gambler and un- 


derworld figure, who four times 
previously beat government efforts 
:o put him behind bars, faces a 
xtssible maximum sentence of 10 
/ears in prison—plus $10,000 in 
ines. He was continued in $5,000 
bail pending sentencing Tuesday. 


Halls Verdict

We have listened to the explanations given by a number 


of reputable men on the subject and agree with them that we 
must no longer delay the start of the program. We believe 
that the program is a MUST for the health and welfare of 
our people.

To have the issue blindly rejected because it will add to 


our tax bill, may be" unwise. We concur with the proponents 
of the plan that it may be economically wiser to replace these 
bridges with modern, safe structures NOW. 


Although the ballot calls for a MAXIMUM tax rate in- 


crease of seven cents a hundred dollars. We have the pledge 
from the superintendent of highways and other responsible 
public officials that, based on our present valuation, 4.4 cents 
is the forseeable maximum rate needed to pay both the inter- 
est and the principal. Should the over-all valuation rise 
throughout the county, the rate may be even lower.

The bridge program has the endorsement of many re- 


sponsible organizations and people. The Lee county Farm 
Bureau, the Dixon Junior Chamber of Commerce, the Build- 
ing Trades Union and the Rock Island Transfer Co. have 
placed their stamp of approval on the proposal. 


The board of supervisors voted 26-2 to place the issue 


before the voters, indicating its support and endorsement of 
the project. They have had the matter under study since 
1948. The state department of public works has approved 
the plans for the 26 structures to be replaced.

Moreover, it seems wise planning to bring the develop- 


ment of our bridges abreast with the improved highways. 
Our county road system must bear traffic many, many times 
that of a decade or so ago- To prevent bottlenecks in the 
smooth flow of our county's commerce, it would seem logical 
that bridges must be readied to handle this traffic. 


Bridges and roads must constantly be improved for fire 


protection* systems, stock and milk trucks, and school busses. 
Experts tell us that the bridges included under this program 
are wholly inadequate to handle this type of rural traffic.

• We cannot agree with some Dixon area opponents of the 


plan that since Dixon township is not getting any new bridges 
under the program, Dixon should not support the bond issue.

Check Utilities 
Before Buying 


A family that is buying a n< 


home or even an old ,one in an 
established neighborhood "should 
make a thorough check on sewer 
and street improvements, advises 
Construction Research bureau, na- 
tional clearing-hous* for building 
information. 


If the seller is vague about the 


existence of facilities, it is ad- 
visable to inquire at the municipal 
building office. Otherwise, the buy- 
er may encounter considerable un- 
expected expense. 


This is especially important in 


the case of sewers. Even in many 
established neighborhoods, sewage 
is still handled through cesspools. 
Where no sewers exist, property- 
owners often are required to have 
them installed at their own ex- 
pense. This is also true of paving 
and curbs. 


May Be Assessed 


Inquiry should be made as to 


whether the property is within a 
trunk sewer or other public-im- 
provement district where exten- 
sions are planned. If it is, the buy- 
er can be virtually certain that he 
will eventually be assessed several 
hundred dollars for improvements 
made many blocks from his home. 


Before closing any real-estate 


transaction, 
the 
buyer 
should 


ascertain whether the street has 
been deeded to the municipality. If 
it has not, most municipalities re- 
fuse to install sewers, paving, 
curbs and trees. 
Council Boosts 
Closet-Walls 


Closet-walls would replace con- 


ventional door-in-a-wall closets if 
home - builders accepted recom- 
mendations of the University of 
Illinois Small Homes council. 


William H. Kapple, research 


assistant professor of architecture, 
says ordinary closets are too ex- 
pensive, occupy more floor area 
than necessary and often result in 
inefficient use of storage space. 


These shortcomings are elimi- 


nated by closet-walls—or cabinet- 
walls or storage walls, a« they 
are sometimes called. They can 
be built where load-bearing par- 
titions are not needed. A closet- 
wall is simply a thick partition 
between rooms, providing storage 
for both sides. Wide door* open 
fully for easy access. 


The Small-Homes council says 


closet-walls can be easily adapted 
for drawers, mirrors, desks, dress- 
ing tabes, and radio and televi- 
sion cabinets 


Large closet-wall doors, either 


eliding or hinged, provide oppor- 
tunity for the use of handsome 
hardwood _ plywood panels. These 
look the same as luxurious wall 
paneling. 


Ways to Fix Sticking Door

Blame Men for 


Plug Loose 
Screw Holes 
or Fill With 
Plastic Wood 


There are few things more ex- 


asperating than a sticking door. 
Until you learn whether to put 
your weight on the knob or to lift 
up on it to open the door, you may 
lose several finer nails and the 
better part of your disposition. 


Prime cause of sticking doors is 


poorly-placed hinges Doors also 
stick when the door has warped out 
of shape and doesn't fit the frame, 
and when the frame has changed 
shape until it no longer fits the 
door. 


Check the Top 


To check, push the door closed 


and examine the gap between the 
door and the frame all the way 
around. If the space is narrow on 
one side and wide on the other, the 
hinges may be set wrong on the 
door. Doors that fit correctly when 
hung may swell until they are too 
large for the opening of the frame. 
Check for cracks in the plaster 
around the door. Cracks are usual-- 
ly evidence that the frame has 
shrunk or settled and is binding 
the door at one or more points. 


Thers isn't mucVtb'be'done with 


a frame that has changed shape 
without dismantling it. Make the 
corrections on the door itself.

Check the hinges by removing 


the pins and taking the door out 
of the frame. If the hinge plates 
on either the door or the fiame 
are loose, they mubt be tigntened 
If the wood is too worn around the 
screws, either use .longer screws or 
plug the holes and reset the hinge 
plates. 


If the door sticks along the 


"lock" side, cut the hinge recess 
longer on the door and icset. If 
the high spot on the door is on 
the "hinge" side, it is probably be- 
cause the hinges are set too deep- 
ly. Remove both plates of the 
hinge and put cardboard under 
them and replace. If the lower out- 
side corner sticks, put cardboard 
under the lower hinge to lift the 
corner. 


Remote Door 


If the door is swelled because of 


moistuie, remove the door from 
the frame and plane it down on the 
hinge side until it fits the frame 
freely. If it still hangs at the top, 
lower it on the hinges or if it 
sticks at the bottom because of a 
warped or damaged threshold plane 
off the bottom edge. As you will 
be planing across the grain, be 
careful or you will split the edge. 
If the amount to be removed is 
slight, it will be better to use 
sandpaper or a block. 


In adjusting the door so that it 


will open, you may have raised or 
lowered it to the point where the 
lock misses the plate on the frame. 
Remove the plate fiom the frame 
and enlarge the square hole in the 
frame and replace the plate in the 
pioper position.

Three-Fourths 
Of Home Fires 
Are Avoidable 


Seventy-five per cent of all horn 


fires could be averted if people 
would follow a few simple fire 
prevention rules in their homes 
fire safety officials assert. 


The experts say that children 


with matches and adults careless 
with cigarettes cause about thlrtj 
per cent of all home fires. The 
obvious solution is to keep matches 
away from children and to urge all 
adults to adopt safe smoking 
habits. 


Misusing electricity is regarded 


as another leading fire 
cause. 


Safety officials recommend having 
all electrical repair work done by 
experts, who never put pennies in 
fuse boxes or run hot wires under- 
rugs. 


Cleanliness is a key factor in 


home fire safety. It is so import- 
ant that safety officials recom- 
mend the use of a specific type 
of storage container for waste 
materials taken from homes. 


This storage container is made of 


galvanized steel and equipped with 
a close-fitting cover. Available in a 
number of different sizes and 
shapes, it is made by several 
manufacturers and sold at hard- 
ware and housewares stores under 
the name of "galvanized steel gar- 
bage can." 


Flammable liquids are another 


common cause of home fires. Safe- 
ty officials advise keeping gasoline 
and similar fluids outside homes 
in metal drums or metal cans 
equipped with tight-fitting lids. 


All authorities 
warn 
against 


cleaning soiled clothing at home 
with flammable liquids. They say 
that if clothing cannot be cleaned 
with fireproof liquids it should be 


sent -to a commercial cleaning 
firm. 


Home owners are also advisee 


to check chimneys and, heating 
units regularly to keep them clean 
and in good working order at al 
times. 


The final (and most important 


rule for home fire safety is caution 
when handling any article which 
may cause a fire or add fuel to, one 
Carelessness, it is pointed out, is 
by far the leading cause behinc 
the causes-of all destructive fires.

Wilson probably had many reasons for quitting. But un- 


doubtedly one of the main ones was because he believed the 
proposed steel wage increase was a threat to the stabilization 


• program- Mr. Truman's reply was simply that he did not 
: see it thus. 


The president glibly declared he thought the increase 


could be paid for out of the "extraordinary high" profits of 


i the steel companies—without a price boost—and therefore 
.represented no potential breach in the stabilization front. 


This is pretty cavalier handling of a basic issue. The 


wage hike, recommended by the Wage Stabilization Board, 
has not even been passed upon by Economic Stabilizer Roger 
Putnam, whose >duty it is to measure, the effect of the plan. 
Nor have the steel companies formally requested a price in- 
crease from Price Stabilizer Ellis Arnall. 


Despite these facts, Mr. Truman has in effect pre-judged 


the companies' case, with an offhand opinion that they 
haven't a leg to stand on, and has gone on to say that Putnam 
had better find that the wage boost won't hurt stabilization 
—since that is the way the president feels. 


Economic realists have no doubt that if the steel increase 


is granted it will be followed by a similar pay boost for John 
L. Lewis miners, whose contract soon expires. We can ex- 
pect other major industries to follow suit. 


^Where this all fits in with an sane notion of "stabiliza- 


tion is difficult to discern. To Mr. Truman the objective 
appears to be a nebulous affair to be honored with words but 
never closely adhered to when the chips are down. 


Wilson is a man who believes stability means stability. 


He has had the courage to stick by his guns throughout his 
Washington stay, no matter who was hurt. But apparently 
he is too rich for the government's blood- The administra- 
tion cares more for symbols than for substance.

JACOBY ON 


One Mistake Will Smash Your Hand 


BY OSWALD JACOBY

Most bridge hands stand or fall 


on a single line of play, but oc- 
casionally we see both sides try- 
ing one maneuver after another. 
The running battle in the hand 
shown today is one of the most 
interesting I have seen in a long 
time. 


West opened his singleton club, 


dummy put up the queen, and 
East won with the ace. When 
East returned a club South had 
his first chance to make a mis- 
take. 


If South discards a spade, West 


ruffs and returns a spade. Now 
the natural play is for declarer to 
ruff a low club with the jack of 
diamonds and try to draw trumps. 
Unfortunately, however, this play 
would set up a second trump trick 
for West. 


When the hand was played, 


South saw this danger and decided 
to ruff the second club with the 
nine of diamonds. This gave West 
a chance to make a mistake. 


If West over-ruffs, his best re- 


turn is a spade. Dummy wins, and 
now 'declarer can safely ruff a low 
club with the eight of diamonds. 
South continues by drawing all 
the trumps, • after which dummy 
can get in with the king of hearts 
to cash as many good clubs as are 
needed. 
West saw his danger too. He dis 
carded the jack of spades, refusing 
to over-ruff . 


Unfortunately for the defenders, 


West thought about his problem a 
little too obviously. It was clear 
to South that West could have 
over-ruffed but had decided not to 
do so. South did some thinking of 
his own, and came up with the 
correct impression that West had 
all of the missing trumps. 


South therefore abandoned the 


clubs in order to cash the king 
and ace of hearts. He continued 
with a low heart, ruffing

dummy's four of diamonds. East's

Declarer now carefully cashed 


the ace of spades and ruffed a low 
club with the jack of trumps.

Now We're 
Importing 
Potatoes! 


NEW YORK, (AP)—Not so 


very long ago this country had 
more potatoes than it knew what 
to do with. Now we're importing 
spuds from Spain to tide us over 
a shortage. 


The first shipment, amounting 


to about 72,000 bags (100 pounds 
each) was* released by customs 
yesterday. 


The supply of -white potatoes 


is expected to continue tight in 
many sections of the nation for 
the next few weeks until early 
crop shipments pick up volume. 


The shortage reflected a sharp 


drop in production after govern- 
ment price supports on potatoes 
were withdrawn. 


Spring Cleaning 
Tip on Garbage 


Garbage cans do heavy duty dur- 


ing spring cleaning time, so this is 
a good' time to check a home's gar- 
bage cans. Cans without covers 
very often need replacing, and 
many times ;a home owner finds 
he really needs more than one 
garbage container. Standard gar- 
bage cans are made of rust-resist- 
ant galvanized steel and have well- 
fitted covers. They are available 
in a variety of sizes and shapes 
at local hardware and housewares 
stores. 


Mrs. S. writes, "I have had' two 


strep sore throats in seven weeks, 
and I hope and pray I never^have 
another. Is there anything I can 
do to keep from getting them?" 


A severe sore throat is indeed 


miserable, and to have one right 
after another is even worse. The ' 
reference Mrs. S. made to "strep" 
suggests that the cause of her sore 
throats had been identified as a 
germ known as the streptococcus. 


Indeed, this would not be sur- 


prising since most bad sore Ihroats 
are caused by germs of this kind, 
either acquired from other people 
or from milk and foodstuffs which 
are contaminated with t h e s e 
germs. 


The first step she should lake is 


to be sure that she does not come 
in contact with someone else with 
a sore throat, or with one oJ those 
persons who is known to cairy the 
streptococcus germs. The latter 
part of the job is up to the doctor 
or the health department. 


She should also make sure that 


the food she eats has been well 
prepared and well cooked, and the 
milk she drinks has been pasteur- 
ized. 
' 


A few general remarks about 


sore throats may be in ordei. The 
symptoms arc too well known. Be- 
fore the throat gets really "sore" 
there may be a little feeling'of un- 
easiness, of difficulty in swallow- 
ing or tickling or dryness in the 
throat with a desire to cough and 
"hawk."

The dis- 
comfort can often be relieved and 
the fever brought down by the use 
of aspirin. Although they should 
not be taken too freely, the sulfa 
drugs and penicillin or its newer 
relatives are likely to bring relief 
quickly and may be important in, 
preventing complications.

Tenderized hams, 
winch have 


been only partially* cooked by the 
packer, must be well cooked b. 
the housewife before serving. This 
type must not be confused with 
the ready-to-eat kind of ham. 


Oven temperatures of 300-500 de 


grees are recommended for roast 
ing tenderized ham. Medium siz 
ed hams will require about 25-30 
minutes per pound at this temper 
ature. If you are the user of a 
meat thermometer, the interna 
temperature should register 160 
170 degrees when the 
ham 
is 
"done." 


"Ready-to-eat" tenderized hams 


may be served "as is" or heated 
in a slow oven until they are ready 
for serving. Place the ham fat 


open 
side upon a rack, in an 
roasting pan, just like you would 
a cook-before-you-eat ham. The 
length of time required to heat 
the ham through, will depend on 
Its size. 


You can remove the rind and 


glaze the ham with a mixture of 
one cup of brown sugar, % tea 
spoon dried mustard and y2 cup 
mild vinegar. Or you can drizzle 
honey over the ham and sift with 
a coating of '• brown sugar. In 
either instance, return the ham to 
the oven for the last 15 to 20 min- 
utes of baking. 


In. buying a ham, may J sug. 


Rest that you consider the entire 
shank half of ham. Have your 
butcher stand it on its cut surface 
and split lengthwise. By allowing 
the knife to follow the bone closely 
you will have a thick, boneless 
cushion that is excellent for slic- 
ing, broiling and 
baking.

Temperatures of 
300 degrees 


should be used in roasting lamb. 
It requires 30-40 minutes of roast- 
ing time per pound. At this tem- 
perature not so many off flavors 
are developed in the meat. An- 
other secret is to always serve 
lamb very hot 
or 
very 
cold. 


Wooly tastes are so much more 
outstanding when the 
meat 
is 


served lukewarm. 


The thin, paper-like covering ov- j 


cr the outside of the lamb carcass 
is Known as fell. It does not af- 
fect the flavor of lamb unless the 
lamb has been aged some time. 
Under normal conditions, the fell 
should not be removed, since it 
helps the meat cut to keep its 
shape, cook in less time and re- 
main juicier. Lamb chops, how- 
ever, are more desirable if the 
fell" is removed before cooking. 
Mint sauce or jelly make a fine 


accompaniment for lamb. Glazed 
apricot halves are another favor- 
ite. Use dried apricots that have 
been simmered in-a small amount 
of water until they are barely ten- 
der. Sprinkle the halves lightly 
with sugar, and place them in the 
pan with the roast about 20 min- 
utes before the end of the cooking 
period.

Coating with 
paprika helps give a golden brown 
color to fried chicken.

nied by senate officials since 1947.

else, in and out of government, and 
then dropping an iron curtain over 
their own offices. 


"This .and other moves could do 


much to remove the growing pub- 
lic suspicion that some few offi- 
cials are not living up to ethical 
standards on public affairs," Morse 
said.

Ike Drafts Resignation This Weekend; 
Expected on President's Desk April 10 


WASHINGTON — (NBA) — Gen. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower's letter of 
resignation as Supreme Comman- 
der of NATO is being drafted in 
Paris this weekend (April 5-6). Sen. 
Henry Cabot Lodge, jr., of Massa- 
chusetts, Eisenhower's campaign 
manager, was called to Paris by 
the General to help write it. 


The timetable on handling the 


letter has been tentatively worked 
out'as follows: 


The letter will be mailed from 


Gen. ' Eisenhower's 
headquarters 


on( Monday, 
April 7. Protocol 


dictates that the letter be ad- 
dressed to U. Secretary of De- 


'• fense Robert A. Lovett in Wash- 
ington. Lovett will relay it to 
President Truman. 


If this schedule to followed, the 


resignation would be on the 
FreKldent'tt desk about April 10. 
The date on which the resig- 


nation would be made effective 
was to be worked out between 
Eisenhower and Lodge in their 
conference this weekend. 


It was believed in Washington 


before Lodge left that the resig- 
nation could not be made effective 
much before May 15. It will take 
Eisenhower at least a month to 
clean up his work at SHAPE. The 
General plans a visit to each of 
the 12 European NATO countries 
before returning to the U.S. 


What Eisenhower does after his 


return to the United States is also 
to be discussed with Sen. Lodge. 
The General will have a certain 
amount of reporting to do to the 


Pentagon and the President and 
Congress in Washington before he 
takes off his uniform and becomes 
a civilian politician. 


He already has two tentative 


dates In the U.S. 
One is to be present at the 


cornerstone laying for the Eisen- 
hower 
Foundation building in 


Abilene, Kans., June 4. This is 
Eisenhower's 
war records and 


trophies—swords, medals, histori- 
cal correspondence and orders. 
Eisenhower has assured Kansas 
Governor Edward F. Arn that he 
will be present for the corner- 
stone ceremonies barring only an' 
international emergency. 


Gen. 
Eisenhower's second com- 


mitment is to be present at the 
American Assembly, sponsored by 


Columbia University, at Tuxedo, 
N.Y., May 18-22. 


Aside from these two dates, the 


General's schedule in six to eight 
weeks before the Republican Con- 
vention opens in Chicago July 7 is 
largely in the han.'i of his man- 
ager.

The 
budget for the "Voice" and related 
foreign information and education 
programs was cut almost in hall 
by a combination of Republicans 
and Southern Democrats. 


Left in the bill as it went to the 


senate was a ban against setting 
up a diplomatic mission in Vatican 
City without prior senate confir- 
mation of an envoy to head it. 


The state department informa- 


tion program, designed to counter- 
act Russian propaganda abroad, 
was chopped Irom the 170 million 
dollars requested 
by President 


Truman to $86,575,000. 


Regular operational funds for the 


information program, which in- 
cludes press and other activities 
in addition to radio, were trimmed 
from $133,272,914 to $86,575,000 as 
Republicans lambasted the pro- 
gram as ineffective and poorly 
managed. 


Of the $102,419,628 chopped from 


the state department budget, 52 
million was cut by the appropria- 
tions committee in its recommen- 
dations.

gambling. Included were 10 per 
cent payments of $606,168 for Feb- 
ruary, indicating a total take of 
$6,061,680 for January 
compared 


with $7,591,820 for December. 


Two out of three gamblers list- 


ed no business for Janaury.

accrediting agency has armed a 
committee with the power to ex 
pell member schools that violate 
a new athletic reform program. 


A convention of the North Cen- 


tral association of colleges and 
secondary schools set up the pro- 
gram yesterday. It approved a 
new code, effective Sept. 1, which 
strikes at "snap courses," ath- 
letic scholarships and over-em- 
phasis on winning. 


Approximately 1,000 delegates 


voted to make violations punish- 
able by possible dismissal from 
the association's list of 350 ac- 
credited universities and col- 
leges in a 19-state area, including 
all Big Ten schools and parts of 
the Missouri Valley and Big Sev- 
en conferences. 


Authority to serve public warn- 


ing to, or place on probation, or 
suspend, any violator of the new 
code is given the association's 
commission on universities and 
colleges. 


The commission will rule on 


complaints passed on by a new 
committee on athletic reports. 


Loss of accreditation is con- 


sidered a serious blow to a 
school's standing. 


The National Collegeiate Ath- 


letic association and the Ameri- 
can Council of Ed'ucation have 
devised similar programs but the 
North Central association hopes 
to achieve specific results with 
the weapon of accreditation.
